THE CASH CASTLE. 

Cash’s depot viewed from the railroad is a 
dreary enough place. A’ low, half-decayed 
platform constitutes the *‘depot.’ About a 
hundred yards to the south of this is an old, 
rickety one story building in an oak thicket 
near the railroad track. This is the store 
known as ‘‘Larkins.’”?’ The Cash mansion 
stands on a knoll about 500 yards to the right 
of the railroad track. It is a substantial 
two and a half story frame residence 
with a double piazza, and surrounded by a 
grove of majestic pines. Few outbuildings 
are near it, and the usual enciosure or park 
partially hides the noble proportions of the 
mansion.

POSTAL CARDS GOING OUT. 


Two Cent Lotters Running out the Demand for Poa- 
tal Cards. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Since the intro- 
ductiou of the two cent letter postage there 
has been an unexpected reductions in the 
number of postal cards issued. For, five years, 
the average annual increase in issue hag 
been fourteem percent. Since July Ist last, 
There has been an increase ofeighteen per 
cent in the number of adhesive stamps and 
twenty-five per cent in the number of 
stamped envelopes issued during the eight 
months. The issue of postal cards only 
reached 256,552,750 as against 260,226,250 
during the correspondent period in the pre- 
ceding year. In consequence of the decreased 
demaud for postal cards, the posmaster gen- 
eral has sent a letter to the speaker of the 
house of representatives informing him that 
the estimates for the cost of manufacturing 
cards during the next fiscal year may be re- 
duced 25,000. Tne reason assigned at the de- 
partment for the decreased issue of cards is 
that many communications formerly made 
by that means are now made through letters, 

THE SILVEL TRADE DOLLAR. 

The treasury department is informed that 
foreign brokers are making heavy purchases 
in the United States of the silver trade dollar 
at a discount of ten per centor more, and 
that the purpose of the speculators is to dis- 
pose of the coin to emigrants about to sail to 
this country, as American coin, worth their 
nominal value. The trade dollar is not a legal 
tender, but an effort isnow being made to 
have the government purchase coins at their 
face value,and recoin them into other pieces.

The German minister said: ‘'Mr. Secretary, 
I have received instructions from our govern- 
ment to read to you and leave with youa 
copy cf the dispatch which I hold in my 
hand,relating to the resolution of condolence 
adopted by the house of representatives of 
the United States on the death of Dr. Las- 
ker,”’ 

The despatch from Bismarck thus present: 
ed by Hisendecker has been published, havy- 
ing been telegraphed by cable. After read- 
ing and presenting to Secretary Freling- 
huysen the above, Van Eisendecker addeu: 

‘“{ am further instructed to express to you, 
Mr. Secretary, Prince Bismarck regrets that 
he found himself unabie to comply with the 
wish formulated by Mr. Sargent, and also to 
leave with you, if you desire it, an engrossed 
copy of the resolutions, which, in deference 
to its high origin, I may add, my government 
cannot, on its own responsibility, feel at lib- 
erty to retain.”’ 

The secretary of state said: 

‘‘Mr. Minister, in response to your offer to 
return an engrossed copy of tbe resolution, 
jet me say that the president cannot be sup- 
posed to have any wish-in respect to what the 
German government may do in regard to the 
disposition of the copy of the resolution of 
the house of representatives, after it has been 
decided, that it cannot be transmitted to the 
body for which its was courteously intended.”’ 

The minister replied: 

‘Your answer, Mr. Secretary, expresses no 
wish, and consequently relieves my 
ment from the opligation it hus feit to return 
the resolution whica was entrusted to it for 
transmission,” 

A WORD TO BISMARCK. 

The last document of the series rsa _ letter 
from Secretary Frelinghuysen to Minister 
Sargent, written to-day, and is as follows: 

No, 201, Department of State, Washington, 
D. C., March 10, 1884 —Sir: I enclese a copy 
of a note, of which a copy has been handed to 
me by the German minister, and which 
states that Prince Bismarck deciines to be the 
medium of communication between the 
house of representativesof the United States 
and the reicnstag,of aresolution onthesubject 
of the death of,Mr. Lasker. The resolution was 
passed by the house with the most courteous 
motives for the single purpose of expressing 
eympathy with the corresponding branch of 
the government of a friendly nation, in the 
loss of one of its distinguished members, who 
died within the national jurisdiction of con- 
gress. If any other purpyose has been sur- 
mised in the disposition of this republic, as 
proven by the history of century, to obtrude 
upon other nations, the sound political prin- 
ciples upon which our own prosperity is 
founded, should have counteracted that sur 
mise. In the customary order of transmis- 
sion the resolution came into the possession 
of his excellency, who is pleased to explain 
the embarrassment under which he conceives 
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he would labor, by forwarding it to its desti- | 


nation. This position, and the personal con- 
victions to which he alludes, are matters 
affecting his excellency alone,and upon them 
it isnot becoming that I make any remark 
farther than to say that it does not~@ccur 
to me how the transmission of 
the resolution ‘would have involved 
an indorsement of the political viewsof Mr. 
Lasker. My duty of courtesy to the house of 
representatives ended with forwarding the 
reso!ution through the proper channel to the 
hands of the officer charged with the admin- 
istration of foreign affairs of Germany. This 
government is not disposed to inquire into 
the relations existing between the different 
branches with one ancther. The _ senti- 
ments of the resolutions are now 
generally known. Their merits or 
demerits can be judged and its non-transmis- 
sion officially, as it wasintended aud claimed 
on its face to be, ofa friendly intent, while a 
matter of regret, is not one of concern to 
either branch of the government of the 
United States, You will either forward a 
copy of this instructions to the minister for 
for foreign affairs, or read it to him, and leave 
him a copy as you ascertain he prefers. | am 
Freperick E. FRRLINGHUYSEN. 
VON EISENDECKER’s VIEWS 

Von Eisendecker said to a reporter of the 
associated pres to-day, in reply to inquiries 
with regard to the return of tbe Lasker reso- 
tion, that he had carried out his intentions. 
His government’s action in the matter was, 
he said, two-fold. In the first place it was 
compelled, for important reasons relating to 
the internal politics of Germany, not to send 
the resolution to the reichstag, and yet it 
could not merely retain it, since that might 
have iniplied indifference or discourtesy, the 
course pursued by the government was cer- 
tainly the most courteous that the situation 
permitted, The minister felt entirely satis- 
fled, he said, that there was no disrespect or 
discourtesy intended on either. 


BEECHER ON THE SOUZH. 


He Announces the Surrender of Some O!d Prejadices 
and Says Some Pieasant 7 hings. 
Special to The Constitution. 

Wasuineton, March 10—In his lecture on 
“A Circuit of the Continent,’ which Mr. 
Beecher delivered here last night, Le frankly 
confessed the surrender of many misappre- 
hensions relative to the condition, opinions 
and prejudices of the southern people. Dur- 
ing his stay in the south he frequently spoke 
of the pleasant impressions which had been 
made on him both by his kind reception and 
by his observation of the new southern civili- 
zation. These utterances were considered as 
influenced in some measure by his surround- 
ings and present sympathies. They have, 
however, only been emphasized by the delib- 
erate, well digested opinions formed in the 
retrospect of his visit. He left New York 
and traveled west to San Francisco over the 
Northern Pacific, of which great enterprise 
he and Horace Greeley were among 
the first promoters. From San Fran- 
cisco he came down through the 
southwest to the gulf, thence back to New 
York along the Atlantic, coast making lit- 
erally a circuit of the continent 9n about as 
large ascale as possible. He travelled over 
18 000 miles and was absent from Brooklyn 
122 days, not one of which was rainy where 
be was. His outline of the scenes along his 
great circuit and the description of che 
great resources of the norcb- 
west were: in Beecher’s strongest.

Suid 
he: “For a. locg time Wm. Lloyd

force. He said that he was proud of the 
south, and that no man could tel! what its 
future would bring forth.

It was a pleasure to 
see aman of his great mind lay aside all the 
prejudices of his life and honestly utter his 
convictions among people who had shared bis 
mistaken views. He has been fearless always in 
speaking what he believed. His word as 
to the real condition of affairs in the south, 
as to the real sentiments and aims of its peo- 
ple will stand against the fury of a thousand 
cheap demagogues whose prominence in the 
north is achieved only by keeping alive the 
passions that all good and intelligent men in 
all sections wish to see buried forever.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—In the senate Mr. 
Bayard submitted the following preamble and 
resolution, which he asked to Laws printed 
and lieonthe table, stating that he would 
take early occasion to call it up: 

Whereas, by the 9th article in the amend- 
ment of the constitutiou of certain rights, 
shall not be construed to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people, and by the 10th 
article in the amendment of the constitution 
it is provided that the powers not delegated to 
the United States by the constitution, nor 
prohibited by it to the states, are reserved to 
the states respectively, or to the people. 
Therefore 

Resolved, That the committee on judiciary 
be, and they are hereby instructed, to report 
a8 800D as practicable as to the expediency of 
amending the constitution, soas more fully 
to accomplish the object of the foregoing 
provisions, secure to the states respectively 
or tothe people the powers reserved as afore- 
said, and more effectually to preserve the 
federal principle and the nature of the goy- 
ernment by maintaining the due limitations 
upon its powers, and to that end provided 
that congress shall not have power to make 
anything but gold andsilvercoin legal tender 
for the payment of debts, nor pass any law 
impairing the obligations of contracts, 

Mr. Garland submitted a joint resolution 
proposing an amendment tothe constitution, 
which he asked to have printed and lie on 
the table, to be called up hereafter as follows: 

tesolved, by the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in 
congress assembled, two-thirds of both houses 
concurring, That the following article be pro- 
posed to the legislatures of the several states 
as an amendment to the constitution of the 
United Ststes, which, when ratified‘ by three- 
fourths of the-state legislatures, shali bejvalia 
as a part of the constitution namely 

Article 16 —That the portion of the public 
debt of the United States represented by notes 
issued under authority of law, with the qual- 
ity of lawful money, anda legal tender for 
the payment of debts, shail never exceed the 
sum of $350,000,000, unless the bill or bills 
providing for such increase of issue shall re- 
ceive the concurrence of two-thirds of each 
house of congress, and the votes on all such 
bills shall be recorded by yeas and nays ou 
the journal of each house. The senate at 2:15 
p. m. went into executive session for the con- 
sideration of the Mexican treaty. 

The doors were reopened at 5:15 anfl the 
senate immediately adjourned. 

IN| EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

The senate spent three hours in secret sess 
sion to-day. Senator Van Wyck’s resolution 
offered several weeks ago, providing that the 
discussion of the Mexican treaty should be 
continued in open session, was taken up, and 
after some discussion waslost upona viva 
voce vote. A considerable numberof sena- 
tors votedinthe affirmative, but the yeas 
and nays were not demanded. The 
Mexican treaty was then taken 
up and the_ discussion, which is 
described as being rather dull, occupied the 
remainder of the session. The chief speakers 
were Senator Miller, in support, and Senaters 
Morrill and Sherman and Jones in opposition 
to the treaty. Noimportant points which were 
not developed in the previous discussion of the 
treaty, were brought out. An amendment, 
which had the approval ‘of the committee on 
foreign relations, was proposed and carried, 
providing that the treaty shall not 
take eftect until after the congress of the 
United States shall have passed laws te carry 
itinto effect. This amendment is a recogni- 
tion of the doctrine that all laws affecting the 
revenue shall originate in the house of repre- 
sentatives. Although no formal understand- 
ing with regard to the final vote was secured, 
the opinion is expressed by senators that the 
treaty will be taken up after the morning 
business to-morrow, and that a vote will be 
reached during the day. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house, Mr. Keifer, of Ohio, from the 
committee on appropriations, reported back 
the military academy appropriation bill, 
with asenate amendment, providing that 
any cadet dismissed for bazing shall not be 
eligible for reappointment, and non-concur- 
rence in the other amendments. The recom- 
mandations were agreed to. Under the call 
of states the following were introduced and 
referred. By Mr. Hewitt, of Alabama, a bill 
granting the right of way through the pub- 
lic lands in Alabama to the Birmingham and 
Tennessee railroad company. 

By Mr. Potter, of N. Y., proposing the fol- 
lowing constitutional amendment: 

‘‘The legislative powers granted to congress 
by the constitution shall not be construed to 
include the power to pass any law making 
anything but goldand silver coin tender in 
the payment of debts except after the declar- 
ation of war, when the public safety may 
require it.”’ : 

By Mr. Hewett, of N.;Y., proposing the 
following consttutional amendment: 

“Congress shall not bave power to make 
anything but gold and silver coin tender in 
payment of debts.” 

Tne speaker laid before the house a message 
from the president transmitting the comma- 
nications received from the state department 
relative to the Lasker resolutions. 

Mr. Hiscock, of New York, offered a reso- 
lution which was referred to the foreign af- 
fairscommittee, expressing the surprise aad 
regret of the house that 1t should be even 
temporarily within the power of a single too 
powerful subject of Germany, to interfere 
with such asimple expression of kindly feel- 
ing as was embraced in the Lasker reselutions, 
and reiterating the expression of sincere re- 
greton partof the house at the death of 
Edward Lasker, and sympatby with the par- 
liament of the German empire, of which for 
so many yea; he was a distinguished

ARTESIAN W4&LLS FOR ATLANTA, 

We heartily indoise the views of Judge 
Collier on artesian wells for Atlanta. We 
join in hisappeal to the city council for an 
experiment tn this direction. It is a matter 
of small expense, and of very great import. 

There is nota large city in the country in 
which the question of sewage and of pure 
drinking water is not the most important 
problem presented for selution. Atlanta is 
naturally exceptionally healthy. {[t is situ- 
ated upon a high, breezy plateau, free trom 
the slightest malaria! influences, and swept 
by health-giving winds from all quarters. 
It will require criminal negligence on the 
part of successive councils to make this city 
an unhealthy place. The time has come 
beyond question when we _ should take 
steps to sacure an abun- 
dant supply of pure water. It 
is not very safetorely upon wells even away 
from the business centers for drinking water, 
as Judge Collier truly says, the reservoir gives 
us water that is but little if any better. If 
artesian wells can be bored hereand supplies 
of artesian water secured it will be worth 
more than can ba estimated in dollars and 
cents. Wetrust that the city council will 
take the matterin handand that an experi- 
ment will be made. If the city once demon- 
strates that artesian wells can be bored suc- 
cessfully here there will not be a quarter of 
the city or fof its suburbs, in whico one wil! 
not be bored by private subscriptions. Tae 
city is able so take the risk of the first exper- 
iment and this isits plain duty to do. :

Of these 
profits $1,350,660 have been paid to stockhold- 
ers in the shape of dividends, leaving a sur- 
plus profit of $846,523, of which $650,000 is 
credited to the reserved fund, and the re- 
mainder to machinery and real estate 
aecounts for wear and depreciation. 

President Young presents figures which 
clearly demonstrate that so long as a profit is 
made on production, the greater the product 
the larger the earnings on the capital, 
the latter remaining the same, At 
present the company operate 46,000 
spindles; to build No. 4 mill with 25.000 
spindles, would add, at the current price of 
goods, over fifty per cent to the value now 
produced.

Death of Mr. Jerry O’Conner—The Funeral of Judge 
Heoge—in the Court«. 
Special to The Constitution. 

MACoN, March 10.—Mr. Jerry O'Connor died at 
his residence in this rity on Holt street this morn- 
ing at eleven o'clock, of consumption, after rather 
an exiended rickness. He was well known in 
Macon, having served as a policeman, bailiff and 
other similar po:itions. He had a number of 
friends,although his life was checkered aud cloud- 
ed by an unfortunate event for which he was not 
altogether liable. Several years ac», while acting 
es a policeman, he arrested a negro man who, in 
going to the barracks, kept pulling back from the 
officer and tried to effect his escape, Finally, 
O’Vonnor rapped the negro over the head with his 
club, which had the effect of making the negro 
docile and he quietly went to prisoa. Several 
hours after being put in bis cell the negro was 
found stretched on the floor dead, His skull was 
found frectured and the coroner’s jury decided 
that the negro come to his death 
from the blow {uo flicted by the club 
in the hauds of Jerry O'Connor, 
Soone believed that O'Connor purposely struck 
with intent to kill, but it was snown at the tia! 
by medical experts that the skull of the negro, 
where the blow fell, was unusually thin, almost 
amounting to a deformity. O’Connor was tried 
and ser tsnced to two years in the penitentiary, but 
ona petition from the citizens of Macon Governor 


Macon. O'Connor murried the daughter of the 
late Wm. Dillard, of this city, and. his widow and 
one son about six years old, survives him.

SIMS ON THE 6TAND. 


The Auther of the Danville Riot Givce His Evidenee 
te the Committee. 
Wasuinetoxn, March 10.—Colonel W. E 
Sime, whose speech at Danville, it is alleged, 
contributed to the excitement out of which 
caine the riot of November 3, was examined 
by the Danviile sub-committee this morning. 
He was awhig before the war, and opposed 
secession, but went into the government 
with his state, Mississippi, and served for four 
years in the confederate army. He accep'ed 
the result of the war, and on removing to Vir- 
ginia his political sentiments, he found, were 
not in accord with the democratic party. He, 
however, acted with the democratic party, 
then called the conservative party. In 1882, 
he formally abandoned bis adherence to the 
conservative party and joined the read 
justers. In 1882 he was the readjuster can- 
didate for congress, and in 18853 a candidate 
of the same party for the 24th senatorial dis- 
trict. Describing the last canvass in Pittsyl 
vania county, he said that county wasa 
coalition county. It had a majority of colored 
voters, all with rare exceptions coalitionists,

The coalitionists made an effort to 

ring out every vote. They took active steps 
to organize that vote, and at the same time to 
retain that portion of the white vote which 
wasin sympatby with them. The bourbon 
party had carried the county before by ille- 
gitimate means, and the coalitionists deter- 
mined to watch and counteract these means 
in this Can Vass, The witness 
was made county chairman, having 
three members of the party from each pre- 
cinctto act with him, Witness made it his 
first duty to purge the polling lists, and to as- 
certain the political preferences of each voter 
Luis was successfullyaccomplished. The re- 
sult showed acoalition majority of fully 500 
duly registered and qualified votersin the 
county, all ready and anxious to vote. Noth- 
ing remained butto bring out the vote and 
secure a fair and free election. The coalition- 
ists used none butjlegitimate methods. They 
resolved that their opponents should have 
no excuse for intimidation, and the local 
mau‘ gers were instructed to avoid ail cause 
for vivience. Witness was canvasser for the 
state at large for the coalition party, and up 
to the last month of the canvass was absent 
most of the time from Pittzylvania county, 
making speeches in other paris of the state. 

WHERE HIS OFFENSE WAS COMMITTED. 

He never indulgedin any personalities ex- 
cept in Pittsy!vania county and inthe town 
of Danville, and then’only because he and 
his party had been wantonly and outrace- 
ously assailed personally. His speech: in 
Danville was the second speech he bad made 
to that constituency. He was called on to 
make it by the citizens two days 
before. ‘They had just heard of the Danville 
circular. He had appointmentsin dGilferent 
places, and told his friends he could spare 
them Friday night to answer that circular. 
They issued notices to that effect. Witness 
arrived in Danville after dark that night, 
andfoundan assemblage awaiting his ar- 
rival. The preceeding speaker having gone 
over the political issues, the witness dwelt 
chiefly on the circular§ and upon advice to 
his hearers about their conduct on eleciion 
day. He had learned tbroughout the 
county, . that the democrats counted 
largely npon what they should be able to 
accomplish in Danville. They knew that 
they hada majority of 1,200 to overconie, 
and witness and his friends could only con- 
jecture what means would be adopted. Out 
of an audience of over 1,000, it was safe to say 
that not over5 had ever seen the circular 
The day before witness had conversed on the 
train with one of the signers of the circular. 
Toe signer, Mr. Ruffian, asked withess smil- 
ingly. 

‘Where did you get that circular?’’ 
Witness replied that a friend had sent it to 
him, and be was surprised at it. Ruffian 
said: 7 

‘‘We intended that you should be surprised 
at it, and if somebody had not leaked, you 
would have got no knowledge of it.’’ In 
conversation °Rufftian said he had at first 
refused to sizn it, because he did not know 
that morethan one of its allegations was 
true. It had been brought to him from one 
of the town democratic committee, of which 
Cabell was chairman, with the statement 
that it was considered very impor’ant that it 
shou!d be signed for circulatifm in the south- 
west portion of the state. ie had been 
assured that at least one _ rep- 
utable signer would be secured, who 


+ had knowledge of every allegation contained 


init. Under these circumstances he had 
signed for his firm of Ruiian, Wolfolk & 
Biair. Witness narrated this conversation in 
his speech, and said he did not know how 
many of the signers had been mislead, as had 
been Mr. Ruffian, but all who had signed it 
had signed their names to a falsehood. He 
asked if it was not mean to villifv the colored 
people who had been so faithful. He said he 
had no words to apply tothe men who had 
signed the circular, knowing its contents, ex- 
cept that they were wilfuli slanderers and 
falsifiers. 
AN EXCITING INCIDENT. 

There was considerable excitement at this. 
Witness, who does not hear properly 
was informed by a friend that Captain Joel 
Oliver, captain of the Danville Greys, and 
then inthe audience, had drawn his pistol 
and threatened to shoot him then and there. 
Witness told the crowd what had been told 
him, and said, ‘‘that was not the time to 
shoot him, If they wished to do so, daylight 
was the time.”” He saidhe had no doubt 
that the men who would wilfully sign such a 
circular would stab or shoot him in the back 
He had never known a liar who 
was not a coward. If anyone who 
had so signed the circular wished to 
prove he was not a coward, and would con- 
vince witness he had erred, he, witness wouid 
publicly apologize.- He then anai: zed the 
circular, and appealed to the democrats to 
deny any of his statements in regard to it. 
Nota man interrupted. Witness then told 
his hearers that he was satistied that any ex 
cuse would be seized upon by democrats to 
resort to violence. He hoped the colored 
people would refrain from even the sign of 
violence. He told them that the colored 
people could not afford to carry arms un the 
day of elections. He advised them to pocket 
all insults, go to the polls quietiy, without 
bravado, cast their votes quietly and thus 
avoid the trouble. “I feel,” said the wit- 
ness, ‘‘I feel guilty of having unintentionally 
and unwillingly in the interest of peace and 
order, having given them advice which was 
seized upon, asl believe, by their political 
enemies to slaughter them on the following 
day when they were unarmed, 

SEEKING SAFETY 

When witness closed his speech a messen- 
ger from the mayor told him that he would 
be killed if he remained in town, and advised 
him to go to the mayor's office and there re- 
main until he could be escorted to a place of 
safety. Witness went to the - mayor's 
office and met Dr. R. D. Barksdale, a promi- 
nent democrat, who told him that the men 
he had denounced as liars and cowards de- 
manded retraction. If witness would go to 
the front of the building and take back what 
he said, he (Barksdale) believed he could 
quiet the crowd, otherwise the witness would 
ve killed. Wituaess refased to retract. He 
said he was going to hisroom, and-did so, 

assing through the crowd on his way. 
Next morning he wasinformed by a friend 
that the crowd was waiting for him, 
and that he would be shot. Witness replied 
ne didn’t believe it,andwent out. He found 
a crowd of bourbons awaiting him, but passed 
through it to the barber shop and then to 
breakfast. He had an engagement to speak 
twelve miles distant, and ordered his buggy 
to a prominent place in town, where he went.

ARTESIAN WATER. 


An Experiment Ought to be Made In Atianta~ Open 
ing the Ball. 

Judge John Collier has just returned from 
a visit to Fiorida. He said to a CoNsTITU- 
TION man yesterday : 

“IT come back deeply impressed with the 
fact that weshould try to get an artesian 
Wellin Atlanta. I consider it an absolute 
necessity,”’ eee 

‘What put you to thinking about it?” ° _ 

‘“T have been thinking of it a long time. 
We need not disguise the fact that our water 
in the city is becoming impure. The well 
water in the center of the 
city is already unfit to drink and 
the wells on the residence streets are rapidly 
becoming tainted. The dangerfrom this will 
increase more rapidly as buildings become 
thicker and the sources of taint become more 
frequent. No thoughtful man can escape the 
belief that in a few years it will be suicidal to 
drink well watef in Atlanta, I am afraid the 
reservoir does not furnish a much cleaner 
supply, if indeed it is not worse. I don't 
know what will be done with the canal. I 
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. declined again. We still have two thousand barrels of flour, which we purchased before the advance, 
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face streams. As faras any taint is concerned 
artesian water is as pure as the water that 
gushes from the rock in the forests,”’ 

Have you examined artesian wells on 
your trip?’ . 

‘Yes, and I have been astonished at what I 
saw. In St. Augustine I saw a well that hasa 
flow of two hundred gallons per minute, or 
more water than would come from one of our 
fire plugs if it were turned wide open and the 
fire pressure puton. At Albany the flow of 
the well is from thirty to forty 
gallons per minute. This runs _ night 
and day every minute. A bold stream of 
water that is pure, clear and sparkling. 1 
never tasted better water than that at Albany 
from artesian wells. They have revolution- 
ized the health of that section. I believe 
that it is needed here just as badly as it was 
needed there, and 1| believe it can be dug 
here just as successfully as it was dug there.” 

“Have you talked with anybody about 
them?” ee 

“Wes I have talked with men who have 
dug wells. The man who dug the well at 
St. Augustine especially said that he was 
willing tocome to Atlantaand work either 
by the day or by the foot, and dig a 
well. He felt confident that he could succeed 
but was not able to guarantee it. It would 
require a different set of tools for the granite 
formation of this section from those he has 
used in St. Augustine, but the outlay would 
be comparatively small. It is too small for 
comparison with the great results that might 
come.” 

‘What do you think should be done about 

iT" 
“Tam clearly of the opinion that the city 
council ought to make an experiment at 
once. I would be willing to contribute heavily 
myself to see the experiment made, but I 
think that the city council should not depend 
on private enterprise to do what is clearly a 
public and pressing duty. Every taxpayerand 
every citizen of Atlanta is interested in se- 
curing an abundant supply of clear, pure 
drinking water, and no pains should be 
spared to get this, Idon’t think that the 
city council ought to delay one week in the 
matter. Iam opposed to public expendi- 
tures where they can beavoided, but this I 
consider an imminent and pressing need, and 
{ say that I don’t see what we will 
do for water, that we can afford to let our 
families drink, if this experiment of an ar- 
tesian well should prove a failure. I don’t 
believe that it will but I am anxious 
to see it tried and settled. 
The impure water of the city is already tell- 
ing on the general health. . I have in mind 
several cases of fever that nave heen pro- 
tracted for weeks ang months, and from 
which the patient scarcely.seems able to re- 
cover. \ ears ago there was scarcely any fever 
in the city, and when there wasa case it never 
lasted beyond a week ortwo weeks, at the 
furthest. Our cisterns are becoming impreg- 
nated with an impure atmosphere and im- 
pure water, and those in charge of city affuirs 
never had a plainer duty than making this 
experiment in the interest of public health 
and comfort.’

CHAIRMAN 


The Moard of Police Commliasioners Effect an Organ- 
ization —Secretary Goldamith. 

For the past week the organization of the 
board of police comfmissioners has been the 
avsorbing question in Atlanta. Speculations 
as to the chairman of the board were many 
and frequent and when the hour for the 
meeting came around last night the commis- 
sioners’ chamber was well filled with repre- 
sentative men all eager to see the fun. 

At 7:30 o’clock the board was called to 
order. There were preseht Commissioner 
Fox chairman, and Commissioners Crane, 
Goldsmith and Hancock and also commis- 
sioners elect English and Jones. Immeli- 
ately after the reading of the journal of the 
last session of the board, Chairman Fox drop- 
ped his gavel upon the table and said: 

‘-T declare this board adjourned sine die.’ 

This was his last official act, andin an in- 
stant the chair which he has so ably filled for 
the past three years was vacant, but ready to 
be occupied by his successer. Commissioner 
Goldsmith, the secretary of the board, called 
the body to order. Captain English and Mr. 
Jones presented their commissions and their 
oaths were duly recorded by the secretary, 
who declared the board ready for organiza- 
tion. Major Crane nominated Captain En- 
glish for chairman and Mr. Hancock nomi- 
nated Dr. Goldsmith for the same position. 
The first ballot was ordered and resulted, 
English, 2; Goldsmith, 2; Cranel. 

Of course Acting Chairman Goldsmith an- 
nounced thatthere had been no election, and 
ordered a secoad ballot, which was exactly 
the same as the first. The third ballot was 
then taken with the same result. The gen- 
tlemen who voted for Captain English were 
Commissioners Crane and Goldsmith, and@ the 
gentlemen who voted for Dr. Goldsmith were 
Commissioners Jonesand Hancock. Captain

The sixth ballot gave a second 
action and manifested that acting Chairman 
Goldsmith was the board’s‘choice. It stood 
Goldsmith three, English two.

- His 
declination was accepted, and the seventh 
and last ballot was taken.

Chairman English was voted 
for by Commissioners Goldsmith, Crane and 
Hancock. Commissioner Jones voted for Vom- 
missioncr Hancock and Commissioner Eng- 
lish for Commissioner Crane. 

The organization was perfected by elect- 
ing Commissioner Goldsmith secretary. The 
stationbouse keeper’s monthly report was 
submitted and ordered filed. The monthly 
report of the chief wasread. It showed that 
595 cases had been made during the month: 
that the amount of fines imposed by the re- 
corder was $1,390.25, andthat the amount of 
money paid tothe clerk was $759.40. The 
report discussed the condition of the city, 
the stationhouse, the stockade and the police 
department. I was ordered filed. 

The chief was instructed to receive bids for 
the summer uniforms for the force. The 
board adjourned. 


FOUR MEN TO HANG. 


Jehn Thomas, Tobe Turner and lenry Curry Rap' 
idly Appreaching Their Latter End. 

The Fulton county jail now contains four 
men who are under sentence of death, three 
of whom will die on three successive I[ri- 
days. 

Two of the condemned men are negroes 
and one is-white. The one whose death is 
decreed first is John Thomas, a negro, who 
is to hang in Campbell county on Friday, 
March the llth. Thomas will hang for mur- 
der. On Christmas day, 1883, he killed a negro 
named Linsey Weaver. Thomas's case has 
been through the supreme court. 

The next one of thetwo to hang is Tobe 
Turner, who killed Shuttles in Meriwether 
county about four years ago. Turner still 
asserts that he will not hang, and there are 
those who believe that he will keep 
his word and escape the 
gallows by taking his own life ifan opportu- 
nity presents/itself. Turner’s execution is 
fixed for Friday, April the L8th, one week 
after Thomas's. 

Henry Curry’s death sentence will be im- 
posed on Friday the 25th of April. Curry 
hangs for murderin Walton county. His 
crime was a most heinousjone. With an ax 
he killed a negro who was asleep. Curry 
alleged as his provocation an intimacy be- 
tween his victim and his own wife. 

The other condemned man is Leonidas John- 
son, who was convicted in Henry county of 
rape. His case went to the supreme court, 
where the sentence of the court below was 
affirmed. Johnson is now awaiting a second 
sentence. 

In addition to these four the jail contains 
Alf Doyle, of Spalding county, whose case is 
now in the supreme court for the second 
time; Caleb Henderson, who killed Jeff 
Mosely, near Stockbridge, and the DeFoor 
negroes. 
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WORKING WOMEN. 


What Was Dene Yesterday at the Meeting of the 
Women’s Industria! Union. 

There was avery large attendance at the 
meeting held by the Women’s Industria! 
union -yesterday at the hall of the Young 
Men’s Christian association. The meeting 
was very enthusiastic, and great interest was 
manifested by all the ladies present. 

The meeting was called toorder by Miss 
Laura Haygood. The secretary read the 
minutes of last meeting and they were 
adopted. 

A place was selected for the workroom of 
the ladies. The place selected is No. 70 
Church street, and here the ladies propose to 
conauct the real purpose of their organiza- 
tion. which is for the elevation of all working 
girls and women of the city. Here it will be 
that the poor girls of the city will be taught 
to sew and cook, so that they can command 
better wages than they now command in the 
factories and shops. This they are unable to 
learn at present, as the wages they would re- 
ceive as beginners would not support them. 
They are to be fed and clothed wohile learn- 
ing. Many girls who work in the factories 
can not even cook a meal, having been raised 
to work in such places from childhood, and 
have never had the opportunity of learning 
the simple art of cooking. This they will 
learn under experienced housewives. 

Miss Laura Haygood made a very touching 
address to the society in regard to her pro- 
posed plan of going to China as a missionary. 
{t fell like a beneaiction on thos: assembled, 
and many regrets were heard. 

The membership of the association was 
nearly doubled. I[t was, prior to the meeting 
yesterday evening, oniy about sixty-five 
ladies, but yesterday itreceived an increase 
of about sixty members. Great hope is ex- 
pressed for the future of the organization by 
its members, and they would like for every 
lady in Atlanta to siga her name to the roil 
and become an active, working member in 
the effurt to elevate the working girls and 
women toa higher plane of life.

Mr. King, of Sa- 
vannah, filed a suit in the superior court here 
and had the property partitioned or divided 
between the two.owners, namely: Camp 
who was living, and the es- 
tate of Barrington King. The 
administrator then sold the part that had 
been set apart as belonging to the estate of 
Barrington King. It was sold at public out- 
cry and was bought by the widow of Barring- 
ton King and she afterwards sold it to §Colo- 
nel Richards Peters and he to various parties. 
The part set apart to Camp in the partition 
suit has also been sold by him. It is contend- 
ed by the plaintiffs who bring the suit that 
the partition proceedings between Camp and 
Barrington King's administrators were invalid 
and illegal and did not divest the heirs of 
Barrington King, those who are suing 
not having been ot age at the time the divis- 
ion was made. Those who are not barred by 
the statute of limitations claim that their 
interests can still be recovered by the suits 
which they have now riled. There are vari- 
ous grounds of objections to the legality of 
the partition proceeding, but they have not 
been stated in the pleadings, and can only be 
determined by the record of the superior 
court.”’

These stations 
are visited every hour during the night by? the 
watchman. He touches an electric button at each 
gtation, and the exact huur of his touching it is 
recorded down stairs on a paper dialio the clock. 
itis so perfected that if the watchman fails to 
make his visits properly, the clock telJs on him. 
If he visits three of the five stations. and omite 
the other two, the bank officials will most cer 
tainly findit outnextmorning. It thus renders it 
utterly impossible for the watchman to impose on 
his employer by sleeping on duty,or otherwise neg- 
lecting his work. If heis on duty ten houre he 
must record exactly fifty visits to the 
stations combined, or he gets his discharge for neg- 
ject ef duty. By arranging the visits to the station 
twelve minutes between each, it would then render 
it impossible for the watchman to even take a jtwo 
minute road, as it requires over twenty minutes to 
walk from the basement floorto the fifth floor 
The cloek is of beautiful design, made of cherry in 
keeping with the interior finish of the bank. and is 
a handsome ornament.
